No Such Receipts. 

When the Farmers’ Union gvarehouse 
was informed that Mr. Bussell had 
bought. the cotton they found that no 
such receipts had been issued by them, 
‘An investigation developed that six- 
teen receipts had been. stolen from 
their warehouse book, just a page or 
so later than their Saturday’s entries, 
and that a bundle of fifty wired coupon 
tags, numbers 4050 to 4100, had been 
stolen from the supply in the ware- 
house office. 

Mr. Bussell was notified, and, in com- 
pany with Cashier Ballard, came to 
Tifton last night. No one here knew 
anything about the cotton or the man 
Pope, and it was evident that Mr. Bus- 
sel lhad been the victim of a clever 
swindle. 

The signature to the cotton receipts 
was a close Tmitation of that of Man- 
ager Frank Parks, of the Farmers’ 
Union warehouse, and the man who 
worked the swindle was evidently 
familiar with warehouse methods and 
the handling of cotton. 


Reward Is Offered. 

Banks over the country have been 
notified not to cash the check for $300, 
of which no trace has been found, and 
Mr. Bussell offers. a reward of $100 for 
the arrest of C. 8S.

Mr. DeArmond remained in the house 
for some little time after the encounter 
and then left the chamber, but he sub- 
sequently returned and then made a 
statement of the circumstances lead- 
ing up to the affair from his point of 
view. According to Mr. DeArmond’ 
version, the episode arose over the 
question of the correctness of a con- 
versation between himself and Mr. Wil- 
liams about ten days ago regarding 
the committee assignments of some 
Missouri members, and particularly of 
Mr. Booher.

Williams Struck First. 


The statements of the two men im- 
mediately concerned constitute the sole 
account of the discussion preliminary 
to the encounter, as only fragments 
of it were overheard by one or two 
‘members near by at the time. Mr, 
Williams’ blow was the first sign of 
belligerency, and, while he frankly 
confessed that he was the physical ag-

Washington, December 19.—(Special.) 
The announcement of the committees 
for the sixtieth congress were made 
by Speaker Cannon today. The news 
tion, and the prediction of committee 
tion and the prediction of committee 
assignments made a week ago has been 
verified in every particular. 

Judge Griggs’ appointment on the 
ways and means committee is the 
greatest honor paid any Georgian. 
Ways and means is the most important 
committee in the house, and the honor 
of selection as a member is coveted 
by all the old veterans in the cham- 
ber. The selection of Judge Griggs is 
an enviable tribute to his ability and 
force. He is the first Georgia member 
of this committee since Henry G. Tur- 
ner. 

Representative Bell’s advancement to 
the committee on postoffices and post- 
roads was another_nice plum which 
fell to Georgia. The Georgia congress- 
man lost no time in making good use 
of the opportunities afforded by the 
new “committee appointment. With the 
added influence which it conveyed, he 
called upon the postmaster general and 
urged the case of the Georgia women 
postmistresses. Representative Ed- 
wards, the new member from the Sa- 
vannah district, was placed on the 
committee to consider reforms in the 
civil service and expenditures on pub- 
lic bulldings. 


Where Georgians Are Placed. 


No change was made in the standing 
of the other Georgia representatives.

When Put on Stand to Testity 
for Caleb Powers, 


YOUTSEY SEEN WITH RIFLE 


A Few Minutes After the Shooting 
of Goebel—One Convict Swears 
That Youtsey Said Powers 
and Howard Were 
Innocent. 


Georgetown, Ky., December 19.—A

contradict Youtsey and show that 
Youtsey had said to them in prison 
that Powers was innocent.as an unborn! 
babe and that Youtsey himself had 
fired the shot that killed Goebel, that 
Powers and Howard had nothing to do 
with it, and that Youtsey was forced 
to testify against them to save his own 
life. 

Convicts Were Silent. 

When put on the stand both Mullins 
and Helton declined to answer ques- 
tions asked them and the judge was 
powerless to compel them. Helton sat 
like a statue, refusing absolutely to 
open his lips, even when the judge in- 
terrogated him. 

Eli. Collins, a former convict, who 
was recently released from prison. took 
the stand, and, answering all questions 
asked him relative to convetatoins 
had with Youtsey, declared that the 
latter had asserted the innocence of 


Grant L. Roberts, former postmaster 
at Frankfort, who at the time of the 
Goebel assassination was a clerk in 
the state auditor’s office, testified to- 
day that before the shooting a rifle

Charles J. Bonaparte’to the presideincy 
of the United States "tg in progress. It 
has- come up for breath in Chicago, 
Washington and Boston, and may be 
expected to appear briefiy in New York 
and Indianapolis, 2 

So far as is known, it is the only un- 
derground oampaign which is being 
conducted and at present there is no 
evidence to indicate that Mr. Bonaparte 
is aware of the proceedings himself. 

The campaign managers are physi- 
clans. They have their issue and they 
have selected Mr. Bonaparte as their 
candidate because he is known to fa- 
vor the propositions. The issue is the 
“extermination of the criminal classes.” 
The physicians propose to confine 
habitual criminals in ‘“‘asylum prisons” 
for life. 

Mr. Bonaparte, as he has made known 
in his speeches, would hang’ them, 
The physicians admit that the habitual 
criminals should be hanged, but they 
are afraid that the country is not 
ready for this. As a compromise the 
doctors propose to eonfine them for 
life, either in asylums or in a penal 
colony and they hope that Mr. Bona- 


parte can be persuaded to modify his 
views to agree with their ideas of 
what is opportune and practical. A 
republican candidate for president nom- 
inated on a platform the chief plank of 
which calls for his confinement of 
habitual triminals will constitute a fa- 
vorable beginning, in the medical opin- 
fon.

Cotton Exports Falling Off. 

Department reports show a startling 
decrease in American exports of cot- 
ton cloth. to an extent it is difficult 
to account for. 

Two vears ago American exports of 
cotton manufactures amounted to $46,- 
o60.000: for the ten months of 1907 
ending with October they were only 
$22,538,428. At this rate the year's 
record will be but little more than 
half that of 1905. The total exports 
ef cotton cloth for the same period 
01 1907 was less than $13,000,000, 

During those same ten months Eng- 
land bought from us _ $144,000,000 
worth of raw cotton, and of the manu- 
factured preduct she exports nearly 
as much every day as do the United 
States in an entire month. 

The shrinkage in American exports 
appears principally in the east. Dur- 
ing the first ten months of 1905 China 
took from us $27,400,000 in cotton 
cloth: in the same period of 1907 she 
took but $2,486,930 worth. Japan’s 
purchases have dropped in the same 
time from $815,889 to $12,759. 

The fact of somewhat increased ex- 
ports during this period to Hong Kong,

From Alexandria to El Paso there 
will be a sensation among federal of- 
ficeholders who have been part of the 
pians of Frank H. Hitchcock, first as- 
sistant postmaster general, when they 
learn, as they will, that Mr. Hitchcock 
has been practically deposed by the 
administration as postoffice dispenser 
in the south, and that the work of 
handling appointments down there, in 
which there is any politics, has passed 
directly into the hands d¥ Postmaster 
General Meyer, whose loyalty to the 
president has not been questioned. 

The president’s displeasure with Mr.

So far no move has been made 
by the administration to hint that the 
resignation of the assistant postmaster 
general is desired. Wether Mr. Hitch- 
cock will retire before the hint is given 
or whether he will remain in office, are 
matters for the future to determine.

Editor Constitution: Every good citl- 
zen who read your recent editorial, 
“Our National Shame,” will give your 
statements hearty and unqualified en- 
dorsement and approval. It is true, 
however, as you say, “The story is told 
and reiterated in vain. Human life re- 
mains as cheap, almost, as in the days 
of early settlers when the shotgun was 
about the only available law. Georgia 
has contributed—we say it with deep! 
regret—her full quota to the criminal, 
clearing house of the nation, and the 
reading public passes it over with 
scarce a thought because it is not un- 
usual,” 

The most startling statement in your 
editorial is, not the general prevalence 
of crime, but the absolute indifference 
and inaction of the reading public “be- 
cause it is not unusual.” 

Is there not some way to awaken the 
public to the tendencies of the times 
and ‘to such wise enactment as will 
safeguard the lives of the people and 
preserve our civilization? Can we not 
begin by studying individual instances 
and apply the remedies best suited to 
correct their evils? 

Take the last criminal incident that 
happened in this local community. It 
is ful] of striking lessons and distinct 
suggestions for the future. 

‘As I understand, it followed seven 
shocking murders of the same _ kind, 
without any changes tn our methods for 
preventing this special crime. 

In the killing of Officer Manier, the 
first fact emphasized is, as we have) 
all the time known, there is a large 
class of vicious, lawless, criminal ne- 
groes in the community, just like John- 
son. We are liable to run against 
them at any moment. 

The second fact emphasized is, as we 
have all the time known, there is a 
large class of worthy, peaceable, law- 
abiding negroes. in the community, 
splendidly represented by Bartow Black- 
man, who stand just as pronounced as 
the best white people for law and order 
and who are ready to help, at great 
risk, to maintain the peace of the com- 
munity. 

Now, let us hold to this latter fact 
and use it to counteract the former fact, 
by acting upon it. We must no longer 
censure all the negroes for the crimes 
of the wicked of their race any more 
than we censure all-the white people 
for the crimes you have enumerated as 
committed by lawless white men.

EDWARDS GOES 
AFTER TRUSTS 


Congressman After ; Alleged 
Combine of Cotton Buyers 
and Naval Stores Combine. 


By John Corrigan, Jr. 


Washington, D. C., December 19.— 
(Special.)—Representative Edwards to- 
day introduced two resolutions directing 
the fecretany of commerce and labor 
to investigate the alleged combination 
of cotton buyers, and ascertain ——— 
er or not such a combination existed, 
and its effect upon the cotton trade; 
also to investigate the naval _ stores 
trust, with special reference to the 
market for naval stores at Savannah, 


Wording of Resolutions, 


The wording of the two resolutions 1s 
practically the same. It directs “the 
secretary of commerce and labor to in- 
stitute immediately a thorough 
gation of the so-called combination on 
the part of cotton buyers of the United 
States to control the price with the 
view of discovering how far the agree- 
ment .between the various cotton buy- 
ers operates to fix the price of cotton 
produced in the United States, the right 
of the buyers to combine, the cost to 
the cotton producers” resulting from 
such so-called cotton buyers’ combi- 
nation and to make suggestions for a 
remedy.’”’ 

The resolution has in view the crim- 
inal prosecution of the members of the 
combine should it be declared illegal. 
Representative Edwards also _ intro- 
duced another bill providing an appro- 
priation of $100,000 to. extend the sea 
wall at Tybee Island for the protection 
of Fort Screven from destruction by 
the waves. 

Coal Mine Disasters. 

Coal mine disasters of recent occur- 
rence, causing the loss of 500 lives, 
prompted the introduction in the house 
today by Mr. McHenry of Pennsylvania 
of a bill “to supply relief and alleviate 
suffering’ incident thereto. The bill 
provides for the establishment in the 
department of commerce and labor of 
a bureau of mines and mining, whose 
duty it shall be to investigate all coal 
mine accidents and supply monetary 
relfef to sufferers: out of a fund to be 
created by. a tax of | cent a ton on all 
coal mined in the United States.

Magazine at Palermo, 


FLAMES AFTER EXPLOSION 


Debris of the Houses Wrecked by 
Explosion Blazed—People Were 
Thrown Into Panic aud 
the Troops Were 
Ordered Out. 


Palermo, Sicily, December 19.—A ter- 
rific explosion occurred this evening 
in the military powder magazine, where 
a large quantity of dynamite was stored, 
and was followed by a number of lesser 
explosions, the whole town being badly 
shaken and the people thrown into a 
panic. Almost immediately flames shot 
high in the air and spread to the ruins 
of houses that had fallen, adding 
greatly to the people’s terror.’ 

It is estimated that about twenty-five 
| persons were killed and a hundred oth- 

ers injured. Troops were ordered out 
| to aid the firemen in clearing away 
the wreck and succoring the wounded, 

Several houses that stood above the 
niagazine partially collapsed and their 
destruction was completed by the fire. 
One of these was an emigrants’ lodging 
house and a number of emigrants were 
killed.

Mr. EBdwards introduced on the first 
day of the session a bill providing for 
the return of this money. His bill fol- 
lowed that of Representative Clark, of 
Florida, on the same day on the same 


subject. 


What the Bills Direct. 

Mr. Edwards’ bill directs the secretary 
of the treasury to “pay out the money 
constituting the cotton tax fund now 
held in the treasury of the Unitea 
States of America and known as the 
cotton tax fund,” to the several states. 

Mr. Clark's bill does not recognize the 
existence of such a fund, but goes into 
details as to the manner in which.claims 
filed shall be heard and adjudged by 
the court of claims and the money paid 
by the treasury out of funds not other- 
wise appropriated. If, at the end of 
five years any part of the fund _ re- 
mains unpaid, Mr. Clark says it shall be 
turned over to the state and applied to 
the rural school fund. 

A similar bill was introduced in the 
forty-second congress by Alexander 
Stephens, of Georgia. Others have been 
introduced periodically ever since. 

This bill was introduced last year by 
Representative Heflin, of Alabama, and 
was formally endorsed and approved by 
the Georgia legislature last July upon

market had a further severe break dur- 
ing today’s trading with the close 
steady at a net loss of 19@21 points.

The market opened steady at a de- 
cline of |@5 points, in response to ea- 
sier cables and the National Ginners’ 
Association estimate of 9,343,000 bales 
ginned to December 13. Trading Was 
quiet during the early session with 
fluctuations rather irregular, but after- 
noon business was moreactive and the 
market weak under heavy Wall street 
selling and liquidation, which seemed 
due to unfavorable trade reports and 
modified opinions as to the probable 
showing of the census report at the 
opening tomorrow. he cloee was 
within a point or two of the lowest, 
although the tone was steadied by cov- 
ering. A wirg from St. Louis said that 
southern mill owners who had been 
meeting there could not get whole- 
galers to take their concern’s goods 
on order, and that the mills had de- 
cided to close’ down altogether while 
the balance woul go on half time.
